Mr. Churchill at the peak of his 
popularity as leader of the gov. 
ernment at the time of victory in 
Europe. In the last election in 
1935. the voters returned 431 Con- 
servatives to Commons. Church- 
ill is leader of the Conservative 
party. The second largest group, 
the Labor party, is led by Deputy 
Prime Minister Clement Atlee.

Churchill had nn audience with 
Ihe King at 12 noon today and 
tendered his resignation as Prime 
Minister and first lord of the 
treasury and minister of defense.'

Many people here in Congress, 


including those who think well of 
Mr. Stettinius for the secretary- 
ship of state* feel that the pretent 
law of succession i* wrong In that 
it permits cabinet 
officers who 


have never been elected to public 
office to become chief executive. 


Some senators feel that the old 


law which was in existence from 
1793 to 1886 was much more to be 
preferred than the present statute. 
The first law provided that, if both 
the presidency and vice-presidency 
became vacant, then the succes- 
sion should pass to the president 
pro tem of the Senate and other, 
wise to the speaker of the House 
of Representatives. 


The Constitution leaves it to 


Congress to specify by law how a 
vacancy in both the office of presi- 
dent and vice president shall be 
filled. The idea back of the 1886 
change was to make sure that the 
succession would pass .to members 
of the same party as the presi- 
dent, because it was assumed he 
would appoint to his cabinet only 
party men. Under the old statute, 
it was possible for a presidential 
successor to be from the opposite 
party because the president. pro 
tem of the Senate or speaker of 
the House could be-of a-political 
party different from that of the 
deceased or, incapacitated presi- 
dent. 


But a reading of the Constitu- 


tion will reveal that it was intend- 
ed that if the president pro tem 
of the Senate or the speaker of 
the House became president, 
it 


would be only temporarily and 
only until such time as Congress 
designated a successor. 


It was "Inspection Day" on

returned to Manila about noon 
after two weeks at sea, ready for 
a little rest.
